A Sow rrlson Experiment la Russia.
The St. Petersburg corropondpnt of the Lon-

don Ikrald writes, under date of July 0:
"By the exertions ot 11. Valoutelf,

Of the Interior, a large building in tho Wybors
quarter ol the town, formerly used as a boudel
Warehouse, has been turned into a kind of
model prson, on an entirely new plan, for
offenders condemned to a short term of Impri-
sonment. This establishment has been organ-
ized with a view of rejecting all that is bad in
the diflereut prison systems employed in the old
and the new world, aud retaining only what has
been proved to be advantageous.' It is expected
On tbe one hand to be :ouud a means of avoid-
ing the disorders of the ordinary penitentiaries,
which, as is well known, are turned into mere
schools of Iniquity by tbe enforced idleness of
the criminals and their seclusion iu common
during tbe nLiut, and on tbe other hand of
remsdjiug the delects of the American cellular
eybtem, condemned by Kussiau philanthropists
as inhuman aud expensive at tbe same time.

"The iueu of the piesent attempt, the prin-
cipal ruerit of which lies in its cheapness and
facility of execution, is entirely due to M. rt,

who made his first essay at Moscow, and,
emboldened by the success that attended bis
etiorts there, has turned his attention to tho
wants ot St. Petersburg. One chief object has
been to save the expeuseof erecting new prisons
like tbe model houses of detention in Europe,
which (according to Count Sollououb, who has
contributed to the Oo'oa an interesting article
on this subject) oost no less than I2l)0r. (about

150) per prisoner, by uulizlug tbe vast build-
ings, such as barracks, hospitals, convents, aud
manufactories, a great number of which lie
closed aud utterly useless in this capital.

"The establishment iu question is divided
Into four largo dormitories, each containing
one hundred and torty-ei- ht cells, separated
from each other by wooden partition walls. By
this disiribution it, is hoped that the cruelty of
cellular detention nnd tbe evils of criminal
herding together in common at night will bo
alike lemoved. Iiesides the five hundred and
ninety-tw- o cells, there is nn infirmary with ono
hundred beds and adequate accommodation for
the hospital ttalf aud servants of tbe establish-
ment. To each dormitory is attached a spacious,

well-light- ed workshop, in which shoemaking,
tailoring tor the aiuiy, weaving, locksmiths,
Joiners, and other trades are carried on. Iu
ono part of tbe premises is a fori?e, nnd beyond
an kitchen garden. Tbe prison is
capable of holding bOO dvlcnua, whereas the
cobt of adapting 'the old tmllding to its new
purpose did not exceed bU.tJUOr., a. e., lOOr. per
man.

"The Minister of the Interior was very desir-
ous oi niokii g ihe prisoners themselves help by
their hs.i diwork to meet the expenses of instal-
lation, and eventually to contribute something
towards their own keep. Tnis he found quito
posbible in his experiment at Moscow, but ihero
the criminals were, of a class whose term of im-

prisonment was longer in duration, and ot oourso
in their case tbe tuk was easier and more prac-
ticable, there being ample time tn three or
four j ears for tbe prisoners to serve an appren-
ticeship, ham a trude, and even take lu work
by contract, chiefly for the army. IIowover.it
eeenis that in the new establishment, wuich
only admits individuals condemned by the jurjv
de patx to one year's imprisonment or under,
the lemlt has been wholly satisfactory, the work
assigned being chiefly mechanical, and tin? sys-
tem has worked ko well, that Count Sollohoub
expresses a hope that deportation to Siberia, a
fruitful source of useless expense aud
disgracelul abuses, may heucelorward be found
unnecessary.

"To advertise critics who reproach the autho-
rities with making the place too comfortable,

-- end the criminals better ol in many respects
thau honest artisans, the count answers that tho
loss of 1 btity, the restraint, the irksome dicip-line- ,

the shame of their position, the privation
of theirold habiisaud pleusures, and regular
hours of work, will still he lound Biifficieut to
create rcpulblon, and cause a real pain to the
idlw ami depraved. Even if it does not, ho
argues that whoever contrasts tho 'present
horses ot detention with the hideous dens of
vice and drunkenness that obtained formerly,
Will be gratified at the salutary change. Alter
all, ret ular work must be productive of some
good, nnd regular wair-f- must oj found a pow-

erful incentive to exertion."
